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PREFACE 


The tables set forth in Transport Statistics in the United States are compiled from reports filed 
with the Commission by railroads and motor carriers. This issue covers the reports for calendar year 
1993. 


This is the fortieth issue of Transport Statistics in the United States, superseding Statistics of 
Railways in the United States which was published yearly by the Commission from 1887 to 1953, 
inclusive. Transport Statistics in the United States also replaces two other publications, Sursnmary Tables 
of the Annual Report on the Statistics of Railways in the United States and Prelirninary Abstract of Railway 
Statistics. The present form of publicatinn permits easy assembly of parts and portions desired in a 
standard Jvose leaf binder. When complete, Transport Statistics in the United States consists of the 
followig two parts: 


Part I - Railroads 
Part II - Motor Carriers 


Each part of Transport Statistics in the United States is issued separately. This document 
contains data for the class I railroads. Data for motor carriers are issued in two separate releases.

PART I: RAILROADS 
INTRODUCTION 


This repe:: contains operating and financial data for the nation’s class I railroad companies in 
operation as of December 31, 1993. Class I railroads are defined as railroads earning adjusted annual 
operating revenues for three consecutive years of $250,000,000 or more. Railroads with less than 
$250,000,000 revenues are classified as either class II ($20,000,000 to $250,000,000 revenues) or class Iif 
(less than $20,000,000 in revenues). Class II and class III railroads are exempt from filing reports with 
the ICC. 


The railroad portion of Transport Statistics in the United States has been revised this year in the 
following ways: 
(1) The tables have been printed in larger type and in a more easy-to-read format. 


(2) Line numbers in the tables generally correspond to line numbers in the Annual 
Report Form R-1’s. 
(3) The Eastern/Southern District has been renamed as the Eastern District, consisting of the 


area cast of the Mississippi River (including parts of Michigan, Illinois, and Louisiana). The 
Western District consists of the area west of the Mississippi River. 


The districts to which the railroads have been assigned for statistical purposes are shown in the 


following map. In those cases where operated mileage does not fall solely within a singie district, 
assignment o the carrier is made on the basis of location of the major portion of the carrier's
